Since the end of the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1899, all out- 
standing warrants have been 
paid except $5,270. Of this 
amount $2,771 have stood on the 
books for twenty odd years as 
outstanding warrants unpaid, 
and are presumably lost. Un- 
balance are interest-bearing 
warrants which I cannot liml. 

They have either been lost in 
the hands of the holders, or the 
parties owning therm, are not 
aware of the fact that they are 
called for payment. Interest 
them ceased long since. 

1 think that the necessity for 
the interest-bearing warrant law 
ceased to exist, and I would 
respectfully recommend that 
that law be repealed. 

The tax rate a* now fixed by 
law is22.{ cents for schools and 
the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College, 16 cents for the general 
expenditure fund, 6 cents for the 
Sinking Fund and 5 cents for the 
exclusive purpose of paying any 
outstanding warrants and inter- 
est thereon. As there are now 
no outstanding interest bearing 
warrants, and under proper man- 
agement never should be again, 
the 5 cents appropriated for the 
purpose is unnecessary. The 15 
cents allowed bylaw for the gen- 
eral expenditure fund is not suf- 
ficient to pay the running ex- 
penses of the State, and an ex- 
amination of the books of this 
office will show that it has not 
been for many years. 

I would therefore recommend 
that of the "5 cents now appro- 
priated for the exclusive purpose 
of paying any outstanding war- 
rants," cents should be added 
to the 15 cents now allowed for 
the general expenditure fund and 
2J cents dropped, making the

In estimating the expenses and 
receipts for the general expendi- 
ture fund for the next two years, 
I have abandoned the precedents 
heretofore followed of making 
an itemized estimate, as I have 
found them always inaccurate 
and necessarily so, because the 
expenditure will be largely gov- 
erned by the action of your body 
in the way of appropriations, I 
and I will simply state that the 
income for the fiscal year ending 
June HO, 1899, into the general 
expenditure fund, was $2,824,- 
236 49, but included in this was 
10 cents on the Sheriff's rev- 
e for the payment of inter- 
ants, and the in- 
jal year ending 
ill also include 
1 10 cents, some of which has 
been collected, and is left over 
after the payment of all the out- 
standing warrants. 

My best judgment, taking

Chairman Barnett and Secre- 
tary Hampton, of the Republican 
State Central Committee, today 
issued the following address to 
the people of Kentucky :
